1.    No  extra  service  charge,  extra  purchase,  additional  service,

legal;  you  can  sh op  for  lower  prices . 

2.  Repair  shops  must  post  prices  and  grades  in  plain  view: 
you  should  demand  posting;  to  protect  consumers . 

3.  Do  not  pay  more  for  any  one  of  the  brand  name  rubber  heels 
than  the  price  listed  for  the  grade  on  the  list. 

4.  Brand  name  heels  are  made  of  better  rubber  and  wear  better 
than  Victory  heels  of  same  V-grade:  Best-Buy . 

5.  Victory  Heels:  best  wear,  V-l  grade;  least,  V-4. 

6.  Report  pricing,  posting  or  marking  violations  (V-grade  not 
stamped  in  heel)  to  nearest  OPA  field  office. 

7.  For  every  overcharge,  demand  a  dated  sales  slip,  or  receipt, 
giving  price  and  type  of  heel  purchased,  and  send  this  record 
of  overcharge  with  your  complaint.  CT-98 
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
